Declaring the céffation of A:nrs, as well by Sea as Land, 
agreed upon between ins Majeity and the Freach Repub- 
lic, and enjoining the oblervance thereof, 

GEORGE R, 

WueReas preliminaries for reforing peace between us 
and the Freach Republic were figned at Leadon on the frit 
day of this inttaat, October, by the Plenipotentiary of us, 
and by the Pleuipoteotiary of the French Kepublic ! and, 
whereas, for ihe putting an end (o the calamicics of war as 
foon and as far as may be pollible, it haih been agreed be- 
tweeo us, and the French Republic as follows; (hat is to 
fay, that as loon as the preliminaries fhall be figaed aud 
ratified, friendfhip fhould be eftablifhed between us and 
the Freach Republic, by fea and land, io ail paris of the 
world, and that all hoftlities fhould ceale iminediately ; 
aod in order to prevent all caules of complain and dilpuce 
which might anfe on account ef prizes which might be 
made at fea after the figaature of the preliminary arii- 
cles, it has bees alfo reciprocally agreed, That the vetiels 
end etfeéts whch might be taken ia the Briafh Channel and 
inthe North Seas, afier che {pace of twelve days, to be 
computed from the exchange Of the rauificavions of the pre- 
liminary articles, fhould be refloved to each fide; thar cue 
term fhouid be ove month from the Britifh Channel and the 
North Sea as far as the Canary Hilands including, whether in 
the Ocean or in the Mideternanean; two months trom the 
faid Canary Iflands as far as the Equator; and lailly, gye 
months in all other pars of the world, without any €Xcep.
